The next Difficulty was, to confider whether 
Mezzo: tinto, or Engraving, would anſwer the End 
of Colouring beſt. Doubtleſs, Engraving is bet- 
ter, on account of the Sharpneſs of the Lines, 
which are commonly too ſtrongly repreſented for 
Nature than Mezzo-tinto ; but it has not that Soft-

_ mined in Favour of the Mezzo- tinto; but, at the 
ſame Time, unfortunately met with a Man who 
me, that he could do the Work in Co- 
lours, as follows, by ſcraping four different Plates 
for one ſingle Print, in ſuch a Manner, one for 
a black, one for a blue, one for a yellow, and one

Indeed this Method, when well executed, does 
not

been to publiſh a few of them for the

derable Confuſion arifing in various Parts of the

them printed in black and white, and coloured 
Fee either from the original Paintings, or 
ature; by which means, any Gentleman may 
have the Figures in a greater Perfection, A 
ing to the Price they give for colouring chem. ; 
In my Propoſals of the Vear 1786. 1 
10 give the Publick ſix of theſe Tables, two of 
- which I have now omitted; viz. the naked Man 
viewed anteriorly and poſteriorly, with the Ske- 
leton of a Woman, and a Child of nine Months 
old and the pregnant Uterus; being informed, by 
ſeveral Gentlemen, that the naked Figure would 
be of very little Service to them; and have there 
ſore contrived, inſtead of repreſenting a pregnant 
Uterus, and the Cavity with the Placenta adhering 
to it, at the Side of my Table, to ſubſtitute ſome 
of the ofteological Figures; by which means we 
have, in this Work, a: general View of the-freſh 
Bones. I ſhall, publiſh, however, in a ſhort Time, 
a pregnant Uterus, as large as the Life, with: va- 
rious Demonſtrations of the lame, in ſix Tables, 
half as large as theſe. ' Non:

I thought it would be needleſs to croud the Fi- 
gures with a Number of Cyphers or Letters, as 
AlLBIxus has done in his; which being intended 
for the Benefit of Beginners, perplex one more to 
find out the References, than to learn the Parts; 
as Anatomy is not to be learned from Prints 
alone: For which Ręaſon, I have only pointed 
out ſuch capital Parts as are moſt conſpicuous. 
lt ſome of the Parts of this Work are not ſo 
well repreſented as the Reader could wiſh, which, 
in ſome Particulars, I am very conſcious they are 
not; 1 muſt beg Leave to obſerve, that it is not 
my 
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my Fault, nor wing to any Want of Endeavours 

in me to get the Artiſt to repreſent them better; 
being no Artift myſelf, and having done nothing 
in the Work, except preparing Nature for the 
Painter, with as much Care as my Abilities would 
permit, and diſpoſing the Parts as the Reader ſees 
them: And I aſſure them, that I had no other
